Extra care should be 
taken when prying the 
door away from the door 
frame.

11. Insert the Ultimate Auto Wedge(s) between 
the glass and weather stripping, in front of the 


door handle. Insert the HPC FAL-15X Flex-A- 


Light™. Locate the horizontal rod. Lower the car 


opening tool in front of the handle. 


12. Close handles on the HPC CO-75 Horizontal 
Clutch™ to open hook at end of tool. Locate 
and grip rod by expanding handles. Move the 
tool toward the front of vehicle, unlocking the 
door.

speaker-mirror access 


panel, 1 snap clip. 


20. Disconnect speaker wire 
plug. 


21. Using an awl, carefully pull 


outward on screw access cap at 


door latch release lever. 
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22. Remove 1 (P-2) screw. 


23. Remove release lever 


trim by pulling outward then 
sliding toward hinge side of 


door. 


24. Remove 1 (P-2) screw 
at door arm rest cup. 
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25. Using a P-2 screw driver 
and an awl, remove 4 screw- 


rivet type clips around door 


panel edge. 


26. Use the HPC Clip Removal Tool 
No.AST-4 to remove door panel, 9 clips. 


27. Pull outward then upward on door panel to 


remove. 
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28. Disconnect power window and door lock 
plug. 


29. Disconnect the door 


panel light plug. 


30. Picture of back 
side of door panel. 
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31. Carefully peel back on 


plastic door liner to access door 


lock and linkage. 


32. Remove access cap and 1 (10mm) bolt at 
door edge for door handle. 


33. Disconnect linkage from 


lock driver. 
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34. Remove 2 (10mm) nuts 
holding handle assembly 
onto door. 


35. Pull outward on door 


handle and disconnect 


handle linkage. 


36. Remove door cylinder from 
handle assembly. 
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37. To disassemble door lock, 
remove C-clip and driver from 


back of lock. 


38. Remove spring from back of lock. 


39. Remove facecap from lock. 
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40. Remove core from door 
lock housing. 


41. Picture of door lock core.

43. Glove Box Lock 


Removal. Tumblers: 3 / 
Tumbler Positions: 6-8. 


Glove Box Lock
